Tissue cages were surgically implanted subcutaneously. The tissue cages were then infected with S. aureus to determine 
the growth characteristics of the bacteria in vivo. The animals do not receive antibiotics at this time.

This is a model of infection to test antibiotic resistance. Experiments may last up to 72 hours. Pain and distress are 
allieviated as much as possible during the surgery and sampling of the tissue cages. Analgesics are used pre and post 
operatively; as well as, during sampling. However, animals may become lethargic and anorexic as a result of the infection. 
If any animal is in obvious distress, loses 10% of its body weight for more than 2 days, or develops diarrhea it is humanely 
euthanatized.
